December quota for Menglung (101-23, 21-38) was 500 physically fit men 

and women, 200 horses, 100 pigs, 300 piculs of rice and 4,800 silver dollars. 
The recruits were to be assembled in Ch'eli sien, from where they were to 
be sent to Lashio, Burma, for training, ‘The livestock requisitions and taxes 
had to be paid before 16 December, 
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
